graduates to pursue a career in 
science or mathematics.” accord­ 
ing to Dr. Charles H. Glatfelter, 
assistant dean and director of the

session. 
Applications 
must be filed before May I. 
The intensive course in analy­ 
tical geometry and calculus will 
prepare college-bound students for 
advanced work in mathematics, 
physical sciences and engineering. 
Applicants’ 
academic 
standing, 
particularly in mathematics, must 
fully qualify them for the course. 
R ecom m endation by their prin­ 
cipals and mathematics teachers 
is required. They need not intend 
to matriculate at Gettysburg Col­ 
lege, 
how ever, 
Dr. 
Glatfelter 
said. 
Cover English Course 
In addition, “a few'' of the ful1 
tuition summer grants will also 
cover a college English course 
and a few others will allow the 
recipients to take a tuition-free 
basic college physics course. Such 
successful applicants would thus 
receive a semester s credits woith 
approximately $400. "Much will he 
given, but much will be required, 
Dr. Glatfelter pointed out. 
Several high school mathema­ 
tics teachers will also receive 
grants covering tuition costs to

PRESIDENTIAL 
CAMPAIGNS are too 
long. So 
says Professor Dennis W. Bro­ 
gan. now in America from Eng­ 
land'* famed Cambridge Univer­ 
sity. 
The 
professor 
is 
a 
political 
scientist of more than passing re­ 
pute As an avid student and con­ 
stant commentator on American 
affairs, 
his 
opinion 
should 
be 
worth comething. 
Actually, there is not much that 
is original in his idea. A dozen 
or more Englishmen, 
including 
Lord Bryce, the eminent author­ 
ity of some 50 years ago, have 
expressed the same thought. 
Likewise, 
innumerable 
Amer­ 
icans have come to the same con­ 
clusion. with the additional opin­ 
ion that American 
Presidential 
nominations and elections are also 
too expensive. 


DR. 
BROGAN 
did 
offer 
a 
strange 
argument 
for 
shorter 
elections. 
He thinks it unfortu­ 
nate that long elections lead can­ 
didates to stray from the issues 
and to commit “ follies.” 
Old 
Judge 
C. 
C. 
Doty, 
of 
Schleicher County, never went to 
Cambridge, but he had the same 
idea when commenting on the 
Honorable Thomas L. 
Blanton, 
an exceptionally noisy West Tex­ 
as congressman of that era. 
“ Tom is going to be a good 
man until he cuts his throat with 
his own tongue.” 
And Mr. Blanton ultimately did 
exactly that. 
But this is no argument for 
.shorter elections. The idea mere­ 
ly serves the welfare of the can­ 
didate rattier than that of the 
public, lf a candidate is given to 
the commission of “ follies.” let 
us make sure that quality Is re­ 
vealed before he is elected. 
If it takes a long election sea­ 
son in which to do it, the length 
of time given to the Presidential 
selection is fully justified. 


IT IS IN RECOGNITION of Dr 
Brogan’s theory of campaign “ fol­ 
lies” that Messrs. Nixon, John­ 
son and Stevenson are conspic­ 
uously doing nothing to further 
their aspirations this early in the 
game. 
It would he a folly on the part 
of any one of the three to waste 
campaign 
thunder 
and 
money 
against an opponent who stands 


by his ow'n errors or by the oper­ 
ations of some other candidate 
The 
15 
preferential 
pri­ 


maries, ending with that of South 


Dakota. June 7, will not affect 
the initial ballots more than 35 
per cent of the Democratic dele­ 


gates who will assemble in Los 


Angeles July ll. The heat of the 
contests can weaken the positions 
of Messrs. Symington, Kennedy 
and Humphrey. They must now 
run against one another in at 
least one (Oregon, May 20 > and 
perhaps will campaign in all of 
these remaining primaries. 
Thus, if we apply Dr. Brogan’s 
theory of follies to the present 
situation, Lyndon B. Johnson and 
Adlai E. Stevenson are best sit­ 
uated in tho Democratic party, 
with Nixon the most fortunate of 
all insofar as opportunities for de­ 
laying into a short campaign are 
concerned. 


ALL THESE FACTORS do -rid 
up to the fundamental truth that 
our Presidential campaigns are 
too long even if Dr. Brogan did 
fail to put his finger on the right 
reason. They are also too ex­ 
pensive. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
chances 
at 
any reforms within the next few 
years are pretty slim. 
The fire of most critics has 
been aimed at the nominating 
convention system and the sub­ 
sequent functioning of the con­ 
stitutionally created electors. Late 
in Mr. Truman’s administration 
and early 
in 
President 
Eisen­ 
hower’s first 
term, 
it 
will 
be 
recalled, 
sundry 
reforms 
were 
put forth to revamp both of these 
co-called anachronisms.

No major change is now 
likely until some unfortunate elec­ 
tion in which the peculiarities of 
the highly involved system result 
in a conspicuous thwarting of the 
will (rf a substantial m ajority of 
the American people,

happened in the election of Pres­ 
ident Rutherford B Hayes. 1876 
Until then, the mobilization of 
the necessary public opinion es­ 
sential 
to 
sweeping 
changes 
seems mast unlikely. Hence, Dr. 
Brogan will most likely be visit­ 
ing American in 1964, and repeat­ 
ing the same dubious criticisms 
of America’s election processes.
